Monarch, -who had- 
been ſo uſefull and dear to-the' Intereſt- 
df Chriſtendom ,,. making way thereby for 


his _ Brother ,... who - was immediately, 


proclaimed. &c. and accordingly was: | 
Crowned at Weſtminſter, on the 'twenty 
third of April. following , with ' much 
ſplendour and magnificence, as.is-uſual 
at the Royal Ceremonies of the Corona-* 
tion of the-Kings of Great Britain, &c. 
and had the Condolement and Congra- 
tulation, the one for the Death of King:

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and fettling Military Aﬀeirs ; and the 
better to- remove the Melancholy the 
Death of the King his Uncle had occaſi-* 
oned, recreated himſ{clf at his Country 
Palace z whe in the mean. while the” 
Duke of Monmonth, and Earl of Avpile , 
going from Holland with an inconſidera- 
ble number of Men, the former to in- 
vade England, and the latter Scotland, 
their Expeditions proved altogether 
ſucceſsleſs; for beiovg ſererally routed, 
and taken by the King's: Forces , they. 
ſuffered Death , together: with divers 
others of their Adherents and Abettors. 
In July, 1687. his Highneſs retrraing 
fromHounſlyrdyke to the Hague, he there 
gave Audience to ſeveral forcign Mini-' 
ſters, and then parted thence to viſic the” 
Gariſons of Afacftrichr , Boifleduckand 
. others belonging to the States, and in' 
his Return was met by Her Royal High- 
neſs at Leo, he having in his Progreſs gt- 
ven neceſſary Orders for the well goyer-] 
ning and ſtrengthening of thoſe Places: . 
In December the Marqueſs & Albe- 
ville, Envoy extraordinary from his Ma- 
jeſty of Great Brirair, had Audience of” 
his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, and 
the States of Holland, but th>v adjour- 
ning to the 7th. of Fannary, great pre- 
| _ 
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parations of Fire-works were made in 
the mean while to entertain Her Royal 
Highneſs the Princeſs of Orange, on 
New-years-gay,, repreſenting, a-Battel, 
with four lincs, ranged with ſeyeral-Bat- 
teries, lively expreſling, the manner of 
an Engagement. Now the foreign 
Prieſts coming again into remembrance;,

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ments, in the Service of the States-Ges 
neral, the Marqueſs 4 Albeville made it 
known immediately to'their Lordſhips 
but they not willing to-part with thoſe 
Forces; he proceeded'to put in his Me- 
morials,reprefenting not only hisReſent- 
ment” of that Refuſal, but the danger 
the Officers and Soldiers might incurr; 
but the States having before-handdif- 
banded them ; and liſted them under 
'theiriown Command, as many as would 
enterthemfſelyes,'( which' was the grea- 
teſt Part of them, as well Officers as 
Soldiers,) this buſinefs came to'nothing; 
and although his Majeſty had- ordered 
the Maſters -and- Captains 'of Ships.and 
Veſſels;-to give ſuch as would return 
free Paſſage, with promiſe of Advance- 
meant, yet not many came over.

. That their Highneſſes bave often declared, 
ai they did more particualarlytotheM 26queſs 
Albeville, his Majefties Envoy extraords- 
nary to the States, T bat it is their Opinion, 
that no Chriſtian ought to be perſecuted for 
his Conſcience , or be ill uſed becanſe he 
differs p44 the publick, and eſtabliſhed.

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carry in them any Severity againſt the Ry» 
man Catholicks, upon Account of their Con-' 
ſciences ;, they bring only Proviſions quali- 

ino Men to be Members of Parliament, or- 
ro be capable of bearing Offices, by. which 
they muſt declare before God and Men, that - 
they are for the Proteſt art Religion; fo thar 
all this amounts to no more than a ſecuring 
the Proteſtant Religion, from ary prejudice 
that it may receive from Roman Catholicks, ' 

Th: their Highneſſes have thought, and. 


do ftill think, that more than this ought not 


to be aihed or expeted fromthem , ſince by 
this means the Roman Catholicks and their. 
Poſterity would be for ever ſecured from all 
troubles, in their Perſons or Eſtates; or in 
the Exerciſe of their. Religion, and that 
the Roman Catholicks ought to be ſatisfied 
with this, and not to diſquiet the. Kingdom 
becauſe thry cannot be admitted to fit inPar-. 
liament, or to be tn Employment, or becaufe 
thoſe Laws in which the ſecurity of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion does chiefly conſiſt are not 
repealed, by which they may be put in a con» 
dition to over-turn tt 5 

That their Hiphneſſes alſo believed, that 
Diſſenter; would be for ever ſatisfied when 
they ſhould be for ever covered from all dan- 
ger of being diſturbed , or puniſhed for the 
free Exerciſe of their Religion, upon any ſort 
of pretence whatſoever.

Hoſtages. 

His Highneſs the Prince of Orange 
Having taken upon him, at the requeſt of 
the Lords and Commons, the tarther

lingthe Army, and taking care fof their 
Payment; and the better to aſſure them, 
and encourage men of worth and true 
Valour, the ſale of Offices, or Military 
Employments are laid aſide.

ther. of- King. Charles I:: Dr. Sharp, 
Dean of: Norwich, Preached before the 
Houſe at St, Margarets Weſtminſter 5 and 
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on Thurſday the 31th. of January, the 
day appointed for Thankſgiving, in the 
City of Lendon, and Ten miles round 
it, for the ſucceſs of his Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange, in the miraculous De- 
liverance he brought this Kingdom. &c. 
Dr. Gilbert Burnet .,, now Biſhop of Sa- 
lizbury, according to the deſire of the. 
Houſe, Preached , before them in the 
fame Church, there heing a nyumerous 
Afembly, who at the cloſe of thag Ser- 
mon expreſſed anextraordinary fatisfa- 
ion, the whole courſe of it being ma- 
naged with much Learning and Pru- 
dence.1n every reſpect ſuitable to the oc- 
caſion of the day, and the Prayers ap- 
pointed were read in the other Churches, 
with the ſame acceptation. 

» And becauſe the ſixth of February was 
at hand, to prevent the Thankſgiving 
formerly appointed to be held on that 
day,an Order of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, bearing date the ſecond of 
the ſame Month, was made publick in 
theſe words:

' rant (General Gizkel!, and being informed that 
.the Rebels were marching towards Seaford, they

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advanced in good Order, the Dragoons niaking

Pointed for its ſitting being-come, it will not 
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ſeem foreign to this Hiſtory to inſert ſome re- 
markable- paſſages and Tranſations relating to 
it and the Aﬀairs'of that Kingdom. 

- On the 14th of March, in obedience to the 
King of Engl:nd's Letter, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and the Commons aflembled at 
Edinburgh in one Houſe, as the Cuſtome is, and 
choſe Duke Hamilton-their Preſident, and conft- 
dering the Dake of Gourdon, a Roman Catho- 
hck, held'the Caftle, whoſe Cannon commanded 
the City, -they made an At, by which they 
empowered-the Earls of Zothain and Tweddale to 
repair immediately-to the Caftle of Edizburgh, 
and'to require him and others of his perſuafion 
there, in the Name of the Eſtates of this King 
dom, to remove out: of that Caſtle in twenty 
four hours after notice given, and to leave the 
Charge thereof to the next commanding Offi- - 
cer, being a Proteſtant, and that he, and thoſe 
that were-with him, upon ſuch a compliance, 
ſhould have aſſurance from the Eftates, to be {e- 
cured and indempnified asto any thing they had 
acted in that or any other Station, contrary to 
Law, as being Papiſts. | 

- This done.. they nominated a-Committee of 
Hettion confifting of - 15 *perſons , - five of each 
Fftate;, . and after ſome debate, whether the 
Lords Spiritual were a diſtin& Eſtate, or only a 
part of the ſame Eſtate with the Lords Tem- 
poral, -which was laid afide by the Houſe, incli- 
ning 'to the Negative, and rejecting the Prote- 
ſtations againſt the ſitting of the Earl of Argile 
betore his Father's Attainder was taken off 'A 
Motion was made, that in conſideration the Ci- 
ty.was full of People, and many of them armed, . 
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to prevent diſorders, it was not inconvehient to 
command all perſons, who were not Inhabitants, 
nor immetſiately belonging to the Members of 
this Convention, to depart the place, but it was 
the Opinion of the Houſe , that the Caftle, in 
the command of—whoſe Cannon the City was, 
ought to be firſt ſurrendered, and for their ber- 
ter aſſurance, a Committee was ordered to take 
care that no violation of the Peace were made. 
And the next day the Duke of Gourdon having 
ſent a Paper by way of Excuſe, for holding the 
Caſtle contrary to the mind of the Eſtates, it 
was read, and advantageous Terms offered him;

Surrender ; but ſoon after he diſcovered his De- 
fign was only to trifle, that he might gain time; 
which obliged them to ſend for ſuch a compe- 
tent number of armed Men, as was capable to 
block it up, and prevent the Excuriions of the 
Beſieged ; ſo that ſmall bickerings frequently 
happened, though without any conſiderable das 
mage. In the mean while two Letters came to 
the Convention, one from King william, and 
the other from the late King, of which only the 
firſt was approved, and the Convention procees- 
ded to take meaſures much like thoſe of England, 
declaring the Throne vacant, Wc. and made pre-

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Whilft theſe things paſſed- in Scotland, with 
ethers of the like purport , a Proclamation by 
the King and Queen was iſſued out give to notice 
to the Peers, and ſuch as had any Claim, or Right 
of Tenure, that the Royal Solemnity of their Co- 
ronation was to. be celebrated April tith 1689. 
and on the 21ft'of March his Majeſty going to 
the Houſe of Lords, attended in the uſual ſolem- 
nity, and being in his Royal Robes , ſeated on 
the Throne, and the Commons being ſent for 
up, gave his Royal Aﬀent to an A for gran- 
ting a preſent Aid 'to their Majzfties; and on 
the 311t of March the Right-Reverend Dr Gi#-:

{cribed in the Book of Common Prayer, in the 
Chapel of the Palace at Fulham, by the Lord Bi-, 
ſhops of London, Winchefier, Lindaff, St. Aſaph. 
and Carliſle, by virtue of a Commitſſion granted 
& them by his Grace the Archbiſhop of Canter- 

uUry. 

' On Apr. 3. his Majeſty went by water to the 

Houſe of-Lords, attended with the uſual ſulem- 

nity, and in the uſual manner gave the Royal 

Aﬀent to an Att for exhibiting a Bill in the pre-- - 
ſent Parliament for naturalizing the moſt Noble 
Prince George of Denmark ; alſo toan At for Re- 
viving of Aftions and Proceſs lately depending- 
in the-Courts of Weſtminfter, and diſcontinued by 
not holding of Hilary Term, and for ſupplying 
other Defetts relating to Proceedings at Law ; 
likewiſe to an AR for puniſhing Officers or Sol- - 
diers who ſhall mutinie or deſert their Majefties 
Service; and in the Afternoon a Chapter being . 
held of the moſt noble Orter of the Garter, Duke . 
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Frederick Mareſchal de Schomberg, Geherat of ttis 
Wajefties Forces, and Maſter General of the © 
Ordnance ; and the Right Honourable william 
Earl of Devon,hire Lord Steward of his 'Maje- 
Ries Houſhold, were elefted Knight-Compani- 
ons of the Order, and inveſted with the Garter 
and George, having been firſt” Knighted by 
the Sovereign with the uſual. Ceremony ; 'afid 
Dr. Burnet, Biſhop of Salishury, was ſworn and 
admitted Chancellour of that Order. On the 
5th.. of April his Grace the Duke of Ormond 
was inſtalled in St. George's Chapel Knight-Com- 
Panion of the Noble Order, by the Duke of 
Grafton, and the Earl of Rochefter, two Knight- 
Companions', who were thereunto' Commiſho- 
ned by the Sovereign, with the uſual Ceremo- 
nies; which done, his Grace entertained the 
Commiſſioners, together with divers Perſons of 
Quality, and the Officers of the Order, at a no. 
ble Dinner , at the middle whereof Garrer King 
at Arms, accompanied with the Officers at 
Arms, proclaimed his Grace's Style.

The Sermon, which laſted half an hour, be. 


ing ended, their Majeſties took the new eſtabli- 
fhed Oath before mentioned, and after Yeni Cre- 
tor was ſung, and the Holy Oil conſecrated, 
their Majefties were condutted to their Royal 
Chairs, placed on the Theatre, where the Ho- 
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nourable Members of the Houſe of Cemmons,

being diveſted of the Imperial Palls, Cc. and 
robed in Purple Velvet, returned to Weſtminſter- 
Hall with their Crowns of State on their Heads,

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where a very ſpleqdid Entertainment was fur- 
niſhed at ſundry Tables, and between the firſt 
and ſecond coarſe Charles Dymeke Eſq; their Ma- 
jeſties Champion, came on Horſeback complete- 
ly armed, between the Lord High Conftable 
- and Earl Marſhal, both on Rorſeback, and made 
his Chalenge, which was pronounced by Tort 
Herald in theſe words, viz. : 
If any Perſon of what degree ſoever; high or low, 
fhall deny or gainſay our Soverei#n Lord and Lady, 
King William and Queen Mary, King and Queen of 
England, France, and Ireland, Defenders of the 
Faith, to be righrfull King and Queen of this Realm 
of England; or that they ought not ro enjoy the Impe.

This cauſed great Rejoicing in Hoand as well 
as Zngland, the States ordering it to be expreft 
by Bells, Bonfires, and Fireworks, &©c. The Con- 
vention in Scotland declared their Majcſties King 
and Queen in the following manner, viz.
